THREAT ASSESSMENT: 

ORGANIZED AND RANDOM BANDITRY AND ROBBERY POSE A CONTINUING HIGH- 
LEVEL THREAT TO THE SAFETY OF ALL PERSONNEL AND THEIR DEPENDENTS, 
INSIDE 

AND OUTSIDE OP THEIR HOMES. THE UNRELIABILITY OF LOCAL SECURITY 
FORCES 

NOT ONLY INCREASES OUR VULNERABILITY TO THIS THREAT BUT UNRELIABILITY 
ITSELF POSES PERHAPS THE MOST PERVASIVE AND UNSETTLING DANGER. 
CONSTANTLY HOVERING OVER AND EVER- PRESENT IN MINDS OF PERSONNEL IS 
THE DANGER OF THE SECURITY PORCES GOING ON A RAMPAGE, BEYOND 
CONTROL OF ANY CONSTITUTED AUTHORITY. IN ADDITION PERSONNEL AT POST 
HERE BELIEVE THAT GENERAL AMIN' S SUPPORT FOR THE KHARTOUM PALESTIN- 
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IAN " FREEDOM FIGHTERS" MAY ENCOURAGE A BLACK SEPTEMBER OPERATION 
AGAINST US IN KAMPALA. CONSIDERING SITUATION HERE, OUR 
KAMPALA MISSION INCLUDING ITS PERSONNEL IS A RELATIVELY 
VULNERABLE TARGET. WHETHER IT IS A HIGH PRIORITY BSO TARGET, 
HOWEVER, IS MATTER OF CONIECTURE. THE MOST LIKELY TARGETS APPEAR 
TO 

BE THE AMBASSADOR ( CHARGE AT PRESENT) AND THE CHANCERY ITSELF. 
MEASURES RECENTLY INSTITUTED: 

MARINE PATROL ON DUTY AT CHANCERY DURING DAYTIME. HE POSITIVELY 
CONTROLS ENTRANCE INTO CHANCERY, IDENTIEYING VISITORS THROUGH 
PEEPHOLE BEEORE PERMITTING ENTRY. 

THREE REVOLVERS AND TWO SHOTGUNS ARE AT THE POST, " ON LOAN" PROM 
NAIROBI. 1,000 ROUNDS OF REVOLVER AMMO AND 25 ROUNDS POR SHOTGUNS 
ON HAND. ALSO, 22 TEAR GAS GRENADES AND EIGHT GASMASKS. 

ONE ARMED POLICEMAN IS ON DUTY AT EACH OP THE POLLOWING: 

CHANCERY; AMBASSADOR' S RESIDENCE: DCM' S RESIDENCE. COVERAGE AT 
THE 

FIRST TWO IS ON 24- HOUR BASIS; AT LATTER SPORADIC.

MEASURES AT EXPANDED COUNTRY TEAM MEETING, MARCH 13, 1973. 

ADDITIONAL SECURITY MEASURES RECOMMENDED: 

ARMOR PLATE THE AMBASSADOR' S CHRYSLER IMPERIAL AND THE 
EMBASSY' S PORD SEDAN. 

ACTION REQUIRED: DEPT SHIP THE ARMOR AND PROVIDE SEABEES FOR 
INSTALLATION. 

A BODYGUARD TO RIDE IN CHAUFFERED CAR WITH CHARGE. LOCAL CONTRACT 
GUARD FIRM, SECURICOR, CLAIMS IT CAN PROVIDE THIS SERVICE. THERE 
IS RELUCTANCE ON PART OP POST CONCERNING COMPETENCE AND REALIABIL- 
ITY. NCOIC CAN PROVIDE ADDITIONAL WEAPON TRAINING AND RSO LARSON 
COULD PROVIDE GUIDANCE ON BODYGUARD TACTS.

AT USIS, RECOMMENDATION HAVE BEEN MADE TO REARRANGE PAO' S OUTER 
OFEICE, LOCK REAR DOOR TO HIS AREA AND HIRE A SECURICOR ARMED GUARD 
AT 

ENTRANCE TO HIS AND OTHER USIS OEFICERS OFFICES. ALSO, TO REQUEST
